Proved  for  record 
by  tho  suscribing  witnesses  3  duly,  1703#  It  is  also  pointed  out  that  the 
rnmo  of  the  last  witness  suggests  Joanna,  3ister  of  the  above  ^ezekiah  King 
for  whom  no  husband  has  been  found.  It  my  b©  she  became  the  wife  of 
Jane  a  °tov.art#  It  is  to  be  noted  tiiat  Alexander  Stewart  of  Charleston  had 
auiuinistration  on  the  estate  of  James  ^ichols  of  the  same  plaoe  in  1667. 
Administration  on  tho  estate  of  the  above  Hezekiah  King  was  granted  to  his 
widow  “viy  in  November  1660,  his  Inventory  being  taken  the  10th  of  tiiat 
month  by  James  Humphrey  and  Joseph  Dyer,  it  included  cattle,  lumber,  a 
quarter  interest  in  a  sloop,  but  no  real  ©state,  and  was  verified  by  his 
widow  -ary  King  recorded  at  Weymouth  18  February  1690/1.  The  only 
children  of  hezekiah  and  Mary  King  recorded  at  Weymouth  were,  1,  Mary 
b.10  October  1675,  and  2,  Samuel,  b.  20  April, 1686 3  probably  removed  to 
Norton  and  died  in  1730. 


The  first  record  tiiat  we  find  of  Hezekiah  King  is  that  of  his  marriage 
v.ith  Karsh  head  (probably  b.  at  veymouth  1  March  1694)  which  took  plaoe  at 
Bridgewater, kms#  14  May  1712.  We  hear  no  more  of  him  until  19  July  1717 
;.hon  Thomas  Huntington  of  Mansfield, Ct#  deeded  to  Hezekiah  King  "of 
■•o, mouth  in  tho  Massachusetts  province  of  How  England"  certain  lands 
lyinfe  in  Mansfield, the  deed  being  executed  at  Windsor.  It  seems  probable 
that  shortly  thereafter  Hozokiah  King  moved  with  his  wifo  and  two  children 
to  ^ansfiold.  iU.ro  he  continued  to  reside  at  least  until  1721,  numerous 
tie. Us  cu  record  at  Mansfield  reciting  the  fact,  buthad  removed  to  Bolton 
(probably  North  Bolton,  now  called  vernon)  prior  to  1727,  being  described 
as  a  resident  of  -^olton  in  a  deed  to  him  from  Peter  Buell  of  that  date#

tlic  dates  of  birth  of  eleven  children,  five  of  whom  were  fcaptizod  at 
ct  bo]  ton.  hoi  ton  v/ns  not  settled  until  1718,  and  a  part  of  those 
children  wore  probably  born  at  Lunsfield."  In  174Q  hezekiah  King 
f. g3 in  removed  to  Amnia,  Hutches e  County, Now  ^ork,  and  died  in 
December  of  that  year*  He  is  said  to  have  boon  butied  in  Sharon,  Ct*, 
and  his  to  hevo  boon  the  firat  burial  in  that  plaoe*  All  efforts 
to  find  hia  grave  stone  as  yet  have  failed*  Hio  will,  dated 
0  Cc  lebor,  17-CC,  is  on  record  at  Hartford,  ^t*,  whore  it  was  proved, 

Kith  it  ic  the  irnrentory  dated  19  bujember,  1740*  It  mentions  v/ife 
Sureii,  ao ra  dezekiah,’.illiam  and  wohn,  and  daughters  Sarah,  Esther, 
i'ary  Bathshebe,  Mercy  and  Alice*  His  wife  Sarah  died  17  Lay, 1750  in 
her  C-7th  year, as  is  shown  by  her  grave  stono  still  to  be  aeon  in  the 
old  burying  plr.ee  a  little  north  of  the  present  village  of  Amenia, 
lying  opposite  the  site  of  the  "  Did  Hed  Meeting  house'*  of  which  church 
she  7.vas  a.  camber.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  her  age  at  death  is  in 
harmony  with  the  duto  above  assigned  for  her  birth*

Samuel  (lie zekiuh)  King.  b.  e.\f  tonsfield,  Ct.24  to y  1719*  Of  hio  marriage 
in d  the  birth  of  hie  children  no  record  has  boon  found,  lio  vrns  admitted 
to  membership  in  the  "Red  C hurah n , Ameniu ,  N.Y.  50  Feb.1751.  Of  him 
j.<r,  Rw-wton  lead  of  Amenia  wrote  26  Jan.  1864  "  ho  wao  eleotod  at  the 
first  precinct  meeting  in  Amenia  in  1762  to  toko  inventories  of 
enteatute  estates,  and  hold  the  office  for  many  years. 

In  1775  he  was  ono  of  the  Committee  to  obtain  signatures  to  the 
iatriotic  Jrlodgo  and  v/as  ovidcntly  one  of  the  v,i30  oounsolQ  of  the  times".

-luitii,  in  his  Uistoiy  of  Dutohoss  Co.  says  tlaat  Samuel  Mng  vrus  a 
stern  patriot  in  the  Revolution.  Ills  wife  was  Robeckah,  who  was  also  a 
member  of  the  "Red  Church"  but  the  da to  of  her  death  has  not  been  learned. 
The  will  of  Samuel  King  of  Ainenia  di.  ted  12  Oct.  1777  was  proved  in 
Hew  York  City  22  ^uly  1784  (Recorded  Liber  57  of  ’’’ills,  p.  91, 

Surrogate  Court,  New  York  City),  ‘“e  gave  to  his  son  Samuel,  the  lot 
of  land  he  now  lives  on  and  10  acres  of  land  out  of  -the  homo  lot, 
beginning  at  the  south-west  corner  of  ry  r®  adow,  west  of  my  hjuse, 
lying  00  rode  II.  end  Sj  together  with  one  yoke  of  three  year  old  steers.

The  executors  honed  in  the  will  r  enounced  their  rights, and 
administration  with  the  will  annexed  was  granted  to  his  brother  John  King 
of  fount  Washington,  who  appears  to  have  boon  his  principal  creditor, 
iiuther  aQnuel  had  an  earlier  wife  than  ^ebookah, named  in  the  will,  has 
not  boon  learned,  nor  ib  we  know  her  fumilt  rvono.lt  my  bo  suspected  tliat 
ako  ’was  related  to  Kpferulm  Paine,  named  in  the  wi  1.

John  (lie  zekiuh)  King,  b.  at  North  Bolton,  now  Vernon,  Ct.,  11  Bept.1730. 
Hla  father  Uiod  at  Amenta  when  John  was  ten  years  of  ago  and  he  was  but 
twenty  when  his  mother  died  in  1750.  About  tv/o  years  lutor  he  married 
Eli znbotli,  said  to  have  been  born  in  1727, daughter  of  John  Fenner  of 
,  Saybrook,Ct.  In  1753  in  a  dddd  from  Daniel  Minor  of  JLyne  convoying

.'hen,  in  1757,  his  brother,  Deni  el  i  ortor  mdo  a  oomrerianoe  to  him,hiB 
residence  appears  to  have  been  in  Oblong, Dutchess  Co.  (a  part  of  Arienia^ 
and  the  year  following  in  a  purchase  of  land  from  Iohnbod  Averill,he  is  oallod 
a  resident  of  Crumb  Elbo,  Dutchess  County*  In  1750  he  jpin-ad  with  others 
in  e  petition  to  the  Pass*  hwgislature,  for  the  charter  of  a  township  st 
Tauconnock  Mounts in,  afterwards  Mount  V&ahington,  llo  s  s  • 

'•^ia  township  was  surveyed  in  1700  but  the  charter  was  not  grunted  till  1774* 
In  1762  ho  accented  a  commission  from  Robert  konoton,as  First  Liutenant  in 
a  Company  of  militia  Foot  for  the  province  of  Amenia  in  Dutchess  County 
and  in  deeds  executed  in  1704  and  6,  he  claimed  Amenia  as  his  plaoo  of 
residence.  The  date  of  his  removal  to  Mount  hashing  on  cannot  bo  fixed, 
although  the  family  record  assigns  it  as  the  bii’thplace  of  his  son  ^eorge. 

It  is  certain, however  that  ho  was  living  there  in  1773*  In  1770  he  was 
appointed  Captain  of  the  14th  Company  in  the  First  Regiment  of  Militia 
in  the  County  of  Berkshire,  whereof  Mark  Hopkins  is  Colonel,  and  in  1777 
commissioned  Justice  of  the  Beaoe  for  Yorkshire  County.  The  origimls 
o  f  both  com:dsskin3  are  in  the  possession  of  Vm.R*King*  U.3*A. 

John  King  died  atkount  Kashingcin  1  May  1808,  and  hia  widow 
Elizabeth  died  there  29  October  of  the  same  year.  Col. King  has  also  in  his 
possession  an  unexecuted  will  of  John  King,  dated  2  September  1806, 

In  which  ho  gives  to  hi3  son  ^eorgo  the  farm  in  Chenango  County*  N.Y. , 

thenoccupiedby  him.
